BOYNE CITY — At this point 
in time, the large fenced-in area 
of rubble on Lake Street across 
from Glen’s Plaza was to have 
showcased a hotel, restaurant and 
marina, but the only ones cur- 
rently enjoying the area are the 
seagulls that congregate on the 
site. 

The land is owned by Devlon 
Properties, headquartered in 
Ontario, Canada, with a local of- 
fice in Charlevoix. Its president 
James Hevey on Friday, June 2, 
said the plans are intact and the 
company will move ahead with 
construction of the project known 
as the Boyne Beach Club in July. 

“The DEQ (Department of 
Environmental Quality) man- 


dates that we have to wait until 
after July 15, because the fish are 
breeding,” Hevey said. 

The marina and break wall 
work would disturb the fish. 
Hevey said construction on the 
hotel also has to wait because the 
hotel and marina’s underground 
pipes and other equipment are 
inter-connected and must be con- 
structed at the same time. 

But Boyne City Planning direc- 
tor Dan Reed said the permits 
have long since expired and be- 
cause Construction has not com- 
menced, the company must reap- 
ply to the city for its zoning per- 
mit, site plan approval and con- 
ditional use permit, all of which 
were issued by the city to Devlon 
in the late spring and summer of 
2004.

since they would block sec- 
ondary fire escape routes. Resi- 
dents who saved to purchase 
the window units may no 
longer use them. 

The Housing Commission 


| has determined that portable air 


conditioners can be used, pro- 
vided that an exhaust vent be 
cut through the outside wall and 
the portable units be purchased 
by the tenants. Because of dras- 
tic cuts in our funding budget, 
the residehts applied for a grant 


to pay for cutting these vents. . 


Unfortunately, the grant was de- 
nied. 
Many 
Litzenburger Place are living on 
Social Security, disability and 
smal! pensions, and some can- 
not afford the cost of purchas- 
ing new portable air condition- 
ers, and now the cost of cutting 
the vents also will be upon them.

Group homes offer positive 
alternatives to institutions

BOYNECITY — Jo- 
seph Manary, executive 
director of Summertree 
Residential Centers, 
could not contain his 
excitement when given 
the opportunity to teach 
the community more 
about Summertree. 

The non-profit orga- 
nization, whose main 
office is located in 
downtown Boyne City, 
was founded May 19, 
1978. Since that time, 
Summertree has been 
providing services for 
the developmentally 
disabled and/or men- 
tally impaired. 

The birth of 
Summertree arose as a 
need to de-institutional- 
ize, to remove individu- 
als from large institu- 
tions and place them in 
smaller settings where 
they could get better 
personal care. 

According to Manary, 
“There are lots of hor- 
ror stories of things that 
went on in large institu- 
tions.” 

Horror stories such as 
patient neglect and re- 


straints are not uncom- 
mon. Manary explained 
that those coming from 
institutions have been 
known to strike out or 
do bizarre things, be- 
havior he called “sur- 
vival methods” from 
when they lived in un- 
healthy settings. 

Beginning with five 
group homes through- 
out Northern Michigan, 
Summertree gradually 
expanded to its current 
size of 12 group homes 
and seven apartments 
located in five counties: 
Charlevoix, Antrim, 
Kalkaska, Otsego, and 
Grand Traverse. Each 
home accommodates 
two to six people and 
each apartment one or 
two people ranging 
from 18 to 90 years of 
age. 

The organization 
works closely with 
agencies such as North 
Country Community 
Mental Health of 
Petoskey and Northern 
Lakes Community 
Mental Health of 
Gaylord. Together, 
Summertree and the 
agencies determine resi- 
dent placement to en- 


sure the comfort and 
safety of all residents, 

“If there's a vacancy. 
we really have to take 
into account the impact 
of the person on a 
home.” Manary said. 

Summertree focuses 
on improving residents’ 
quality of life and pro- 
vides them the indi- 
vidual care they de- 
serve. Residents are 
free to move about and 
interact with others. 
Outings are heavily 
stressed, simple cvery- 
day outings such as 
helping employees with 
grocery shopping, go- 
ing to farmers markets 
and to the beach. 

The organization also 
plans Christmas parties, 
birthday parties and a 
summer company pic- 
nic to let residents 
know that they belong 
to a caring community. 

After coming to 
Summertree, residents 
are much calmer and 
fee} safer. They are able 
to have jobs, usually 
working tn grocery 
stores helping to bag 
groceries, stock shelves 
or work with the recy- 
cling. 


On the whole, they 
are allowed to have 
lives. 

An example of a nor- 
mal day at one of the 
group homes begins by 
waking up, eating 
breakfast and fulfilling 
personal needs. Then 
residents either go to 
work, doctor and dentist 
appointments, day cen- 
ters or stay at home due 
to physical and age limi- 
tations or personal de- 
sire. 

“Their days are not so 
very different from 
ours.” said Manary. 
“Just that our clients are 
dependent.” 

Yet, as wonderful as 
all this sounds, 
Summertree has not 
been without its com- 
plications. Sizeable em- 
ployee turnover re- 
mains its biggest ob- 
stacle. 

Funds from mental 
health boards heavily 
restrict employee sala- 
ries, and many employ- 
ees want more competi- 
tive wages. In addition, 
frequent turnover 
causes stress on the 
residents who must 
continually form new

Despite complica- 
tions, the organization 
has been able to provide 
more intensive care as 
the years pass, not only 
to residents but to those 
living outside of 
Summertree who need 
some additional sup- 
port.

stop the influence of 
“PAC” money on legis- 
lators. PAC is the acro- 
nym for Political Action 
Committee, groups that 
donate to candidates 
with the same or simi- 
lar interests. 

“No representative or 
senator should take any 
PAC money,” Collier 
said. 

In difficult economic 
times, Collier believes in 
more promotion of tour- 
ism, both in-state and 
out-of-state, of the state 
parks, walking and bi- 
cycle trails and winter 
sports.
